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Hoover Has 
Some Advice 
tor Ex-Agents 
WASHINGTON (AT) - FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover has 
some tips for ex-agents with a 
literary bent—and for those suf- 
fering middle-age spread. 


Hoover told some l,700former 


agents Thursday that If they de- 
cide to write about the FBI, 
they should note that he doesn't 
insist on agents wiping their 
hands before speaking to him 
and he seldom stands on a plat- 
form during such conversations. 


Finally, said Hoover, "only 


two men shot and killed John 
DUlinger, not 1,750." 


The remarks, addressed to a 


meeting of the Society of For- 
raer Special Agents of the FBI, 
referred to what Hoover called 
myths that have appeared In 
books about the bureau. 
The FBI director, head of the 
agency since 1924, chided over- 
weight ex-agents. 


"While I recognize many of 


the faces, I don't recognize the 
size of the bodies," he quipped. 
''The weight control program 
has obviously not been observed 
since you gentlemen left the bu- 
ceau."

What can I use to make them 
strong? 


A—This condition is some- 


times caused by nail polish 
remover or detergents. Since 
nail p o l i s h reinforces your 
nails you should apply one or 
more coats without removing 
the polish already on your 
nails. Nail h a r d e n e r s are 
available but they u s u a l l y 
c o n t a i n formaldehyde and 
may cause severe irritation 
of the adjacent cuticle and 
skin. For this reason they 
must be used with caution. 


Q—What would cause the 


nails on both my big toes to 
rot away? What can be done 
for this? 


A—The most likely causes 


are ringworm and other in- 
fections, exposure to harmful 
chemicals and diabetes. The 
treatment would depend on 
the cause. 


Q—What causes numerous 


white spots on the fingernails? 
Why do they clear up as you 
grow older? 


A—These white spots are 


due to a small amount of air 
between the nail bed and the 
nail. The air gets there by 
means of chemical changes 
in the nail bed that are not 
well-understood. Why t h e y 
should be more prevalent, at 
one age than another is any- 
body's guess. 


Q—Around my cuticle the 


skin is red and swollen, i 
have discovered that this is 
caused by the cleansing pow- 
der with chlorine b l e a c h I 
have been using. Nothing I 
have tried has cleared up the 
infection. What w o u l d you 
suggest? 


A—Wear cotton-lined rub- 


ber gloves when you scour. 
Your doctor may want to try 
an antibiotic, such as nystatin 
or amphotericin, to clear up 
the infection. 


Q—I have been advised to 


get an electronic air filter for 
my home. Do you advise it? 


A—Electrostatic p l a t e fil- 


ters are effective in remov- 
ing dust and pollens from the 
air but, because they gener- 
ate toxic amounts of ozone, 
they should be equipped with 
activated charcoal. The lat- 
ter will a b s o r b the ozone 
which should not be allowed 
to reach a concentration of 
more than 0.1 parts per mil- 
lion in the air.

Johnson reportedly advised a

Sen. Warren G. Magnuson,

later, 


Good examples are Presidents 


Johnson and Harry S. Truman9 


Truman neither asked nor got 


congressional authorization for 
going into the Korean War, But 
Congress fully backed him by 
voting what he needed forthe 
war. 


Frustration set in as the war 


dragged on and debt Increased. 
Clubbing Truman then became 
a hobby, particularly in Con- 
gress where Republican Sen. 
Robert A. Taft complained Tru- 
man had no right under the Con- 
stitution to do what he did. 


Now Johnson is getting the 


Truman treatment for the war 
in 
Vietnam 
although, unlike 


Truman, 
he asked and got 


congressional approval ahead of 
time for using troops there to 
stop aggression. 


The Constitution is not only si- 


lent on what a president can do 
in those situations, but is blank 
on practically everything else In 
foreign affairs except for saying 
a president can make a treaty if 
two-thirds of the Senate ap- 
prove. 


From the earliest days presi- 


dents have submitted 1,427 
treaties to the Senate which ap- 
proved 1,247 and flatly rejected 
16. Another 141 were withdrawn 
because 
they couldn't get a 


two-thirds vote or tor other rea- 
sons. Another 23 treaties ar 
pending. 


Some of those rejects, like the 


Versailles Treaty after Worl< 
WAR I, changed history. But, 
since trying to get major treat- 
ies through is a tortuous journey 
and the Constitution does not 
say presidents can't try other 
devices, presidents have. 


They turned early to "execu- 


tive 
agreements." 
President 


George 
Washington was the 


flrst to take this road with a 
postal agreement. Most agree- 
ments later had congressional 
approval, but by a simple ma- 
jority vote since they were not 
treaties, avoiding the painful 
two-thirds process. 


And presidents 
have tried 


something else: national "com- 
mitments" or promises which 
became American foreign poli- 
cy. The first big one of its kind 
was President James Monroe's 
"doctrine." 


Buried deep in a few para- 


graphs in his annual message to 
Congress, it simply warned Eu- 
ropean powers to keep their 
paws off Latin America. For 
hears It was ignored by Euro- 
peans who violated it and by 
Americans who forgot it. It did 
not become fixed American poli- 
cy until the 1860s. 


Another doctrine, issued 124 


years later by President Tru- 
man, changed American histo- 
ry. 


With Greece and Turkey un- 


der desperate Soviet pressure In 
1947, Truman declared It would 
now be American policy to stop 
Communist expansion. He did 
not put a limit on where. 


As with the Korean War later, 


he did not ask direct congres- 
sional approval but here, too, 
Congress backed him by voting 
the money for men, weapons 
and goods. He saved Greece and 
Turkey. 


Later, President Dwight D. 


Eisenhower, like Johnson but 
unlike Truman, asked and got 
congressional approval for what 
he might want to do later with 
the U.S. armed forces to stop 
communism. 


Congress gave him a go-ahead 


with the Middle East and For- 
mosa resolutions. And then he 
used the armed forces In both 
places. Eisenhower lid not get 
any backwash for what he did In 
those cases, just as Truman got 
none tor what he did tor Greece 
and Turkey. 


Truman and Johnson began to 


get their clobberlngs on a big 
scale only after the Korean and 
Vietnamese wars began to drag 
out, 


It was President Thomas Jef- 


ferson who made the most sen* 
sational do-it-yourself deal, In 
1803 when he bought Louisiana, 
as big as the United States at 
the time, tor $15 million, or 
three cents an acre, from Napo- 
leon, 


Nothing In the Constitution 


said he could do anything like 
that. And he knew It was an 
"act 
beyond the Constitution" 


but he had to move fast because 
Napoleon was In a hurry. Then 
he told a delighted Senate which 
approved the deal with treaties.

necessary, to halt the fighting. 


Morton's assertion that a pol- 


itical victory may be out of 
reach in Vietnam was echoed 
independently by Sen. Milton R. 
Young, R-S.D., a member of tht 
select committee wh|ch over- 
sees the operation of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 


"There is no possibility of es-
